He puts them in
hoxes, 7-8 of a bushel In a box, and
gels from $1 to $2 for his Bald-
wins, Northern Spys, Kings and a
number of other varieties,

“What Ig the best eating apple
grown In Wayne county? Most peo-
ple seem to think the 8py is the
leading apple for quality. The
Baldwin will stand first on the list
ag the commercial apple.

“What kind of apples will make
ples like mother used to bakel"

“The Greenings will. They're the
best pie apple that's grown. There's
golng to be a big apple show at
Pittsburg in January. I rather think
I'll go. That will be a State Hortie-
ultural Society meeting. Prof. Sur-
face is going to have appies from
our model orchards in every county
In the state on exhibition there.
From Wayne county either Baker or
Warwick will send exhibits to Pitts-
burgh. That's going to be a won-
derful show toere.

“After the leaves are off it's a
good time to prune fruit trees. Don't
prune peaches until SBpring. Spring
is the best time for planting stone
fruits. Plant pome fruits, apples,
pears and quinces in the Fall or in
the Spring.

“Quinces are dying oul It's the
borers that are doing it. Borers
work In quinces worse than in any-
thing else 1 know of. Wherever |
find them dying It's caused by the
round-headed apple-tree borer.

.08, 1 recommend people to
plant quinces, They're nice fruit
for home use. About all the quin-
ces In our market are shipped here.
They can't grow them here success-
fully. The borers get after themm.
They don't watch them enough,
They may be grafted on thorn ap-
ples. If they are, the borers won't
bother them,

“ There are no quince orchards in
the county There wouldn't be a
market for them. Not a great many
quinces are used A few Dbushels
would fill the market full here, It
would be all right to have enough
for yoursel! and & few to spare, but
I wouldn't go into it on @a large
scale,

“Phere wias o good many pears in
the county this year., It was a
good year for pears, [ don't know
of nny pear orchards in Wayne coun-
ty. Generally they are neglected.
They are subject to blight. Pears,
Ilke any other fruit, want ¢are and
attention too.

“] am almest through in Damas-
cog township. I will finlsh up this
Fall. Then I'm going right on with
work in the supervision orchards,
tonfmenclng at home In Wayne coun-
ty.'

tive Summoned Tuesday |
Morning.

CAREER OF PROMINENT CITIZEN |
AND FPOLITICIAN BROUGHT |
T™O AN UNTIMELY END.

John Kuhbach, Mayor of Hones-
dale, died at his home, 901 Court
strect at 6:30 Tuesday morning, af-
ter an lllness of about six weeks'
duration. Mr, Kuhbach was taken
with lagrippe about the first of Oc-
tobar. He regained sufficiently to
go out, but suffered a relapse and
had sinece been confined to his bed
and had gradually grown weaker un-
til the end came Tuesday morning.

Mr. Kuhbach was born In Texas
townehip September 12, 1865, and
was therefore 46 years of age. He
recelved his education In the town-
ehlp gchool and wos graduated from
the Honesdale High school in 1885
with great honor, He taught school
nt weonardsville for two terms and
was o director In hls home township
from 21 years of age until he moved |
Into Hon ale. During his com-
paratively short life Mr., Kulibach
has been very nctive. He has held
positions of trust and has rapldly
climbed the ladder of succes:, He
sorved as deputy postmaster for Wil-
Ham H, Krantz, wus bookkeeper for
the Durland-Thompson Shoe Com-
pany, clerked two years In . C.
Jadwin’s pharmacy and was also a
bookkeeper with the Delaware and
Hudegon Canal compuny.

In 1885 he reglstered with Hon,
P, P. Smith as a law student, but
fdid not devote hils entire time to his
studies until 1884, HMHe was admit-
ted to the Wayne County Bar Oct.
7. 1BBG. Since that time he has
been manager of the Honesdale
bruach of the Central Penpsylvania
Brewing company.

Mr. Kuhbach in his private and
public life has endearsed himsell to
every person with whom he came In
contact. He was a man of broad,
lberal views on all questions, in
which the community were interest-
od and never failed to tnke o deep
interest in the wellare of the town
and _county. He was indefatignble
in his exertions to make Honeadale
grenter and more progressive. He
expended his money freely upon
every ovcasilon where any hope of
riealizing the Interests of the town
or the community In which he lived
might be attained. While in the
Pennsylvanin Legislature, though
one of the youngest members, his in-
fluence was felt In the making of
the laws by which the people of
this Commonwealth were to be gov-
erned and more particularly was his
Interest centered in laws affecting
our own county. Mr, Kuhbach wnas
democratic from principle and since
he arrived at the age of manhood
has always taken a deep Interest in
the political affairs of the ¢commun-
ity, though partisan to the extent of
vigorously supporting his own par-
ty, so judiclously and diplomatical-
ly was this done that he never lost
the good will of the opposite party,
and whenever Mr. Kulbach was a
candidate for office, party lnes
seemed to be disregarded and only
his personality considered. His
disposition was always cheerful and
apparently happy; under the most
adverse circumstances, no person
could ever detect any outward marks
or any Indication of displeasure; to
his friends and those who knew him
best he wns most affable and con-
geninl and no conditions could arlse
when his genial good nature was
ever in any way changed or clouded.
His education had been carefully at-
tended to In early life; hils store of
knowledge which he garnered ac-|
cumulated as years went on. As a
speaker he was ready, forcible
and <¢lear; he had a grasp on  all
publle guestions far above the ordl-
pary. His early death will Dbe
mourned by every person in this!
community and his bright, cheerful
personality will be missed by all.

He wos a chairman of the Demo-
cratic county committee for two!
Years In 1898 he was elected tol
the legisinture nnd served one term. !
He also was prominently ldentified
with & number of fraternal societies|
and was interested in homs Indus-
triss. He held membership in the|
following lodges: Knights Templar,
Anthony Wayne Chapter Royal Arch
Mnsons, Honesdale Lodge, No. 21§,
Free and Accepted Masons, Freedom
Lodge of Odd Fellows, Fraternal Or.
der of Hagles, Oslek Tribe of Red
Men, Knights of the Heptasophs and
a Granger, He was also affiliated
with the Farmers and Mechanles
Bank, belng a director of same; was|
vice-president of the Wayne Cut
Glass company, of Towanda, and also
vice-presldent of the Scranton Fire
Insurance company, of Scranton.

Mr. Kuhbach joined Company B,
Thirteenth Regiment, N, G. P., In
1586 and In 1894 was promoted to
battalion adjutant, He resigned that
office to accept the second leuten-
ancy of Company E. The deceased
Is survived by a wife, mother and
one slster, Mrs, W, A. Sluman.

The funeral services will be held
from his late home Thursday after-
noon at 2 o'clock, Rev. W. H. Swift,
D, D., ofMiclating.

The success of the Republicans im
swinging back inte the Republicam
column countles that went to Berry
Iast fall, the defeat of the Demo-
cratie ticket in the county of James
1. Blukslee, secretary of the reorgani-
zution end of the Democratic State
committee, and the Important posi-
tion secured by the Boclallsts in sev-
ernl counties are features of the re-
cent election.

The votes polled will probably ag-
gregnte more than in the guberna-
torial election last year, in the opin-
fon of many observers, although Mt
will be a long time before this cam
be estimated

From all accounts the constitu-
tional amendments have not been
followed up very closely, and it will
take the official tabulation at the
Capitol to determine the matter.

The swinging of Carbon county, &
Democratic stronghold, Into the Re-
publican column I8 causing much
cominent This county Is in the dis-
trict of Congressman A, Mitchell Pal-
mer, another of whose countles,
Northampton, also shows slgns of
disagreeing  with its  Democratie
rulers., Carhon county did nothing
half way. It just went Republican.

In Berks, another Democratic cita-
del, the Republlcans have won Read-
ing and made big galns, while the
Socialigts have cut a fligure In ity
and county, having the bnlance of
power in eity councils and some
petly oflices,

elected mayor, deleatlng Walter 8.
Reynolds, former member of the
Leglslature,

Among Lhe vountles that showed
